“ Ma g nificent Fa ilure” 
TN ALL the history of missionary 
* work in America, there is no 
more remarkable record than that 
of Dav id Zeisberger. 
For 63 years 
he labored among the Indians and 
du ring that time he trav eled many 
ihou sands of danger - filled miles 
throu gh the wilderness on foot and 
by canoe. 
He bu ilt no less than 
13 Indian towns as centers of Chris­ 
tianity in a heathen land and he 
liv ed to see all bu t one of them 
wiped ou t of existence. 
He had 
failed bu t tru ly his was a “ mag­ 
nificent failu re." 
Zeisberger was born in Morav ia 
In 1721 and in 1740 came to Geor­ 
gia where his chu rch was organiz­ 
ing a mission among the Creeks. 
Next he was sent to Pennsylv ania 
where he aided Cou nt Zinzendorf in 
bu ilding the Morav ian towns of Naz­ 
areth and Bethlehem. 
Beginning his work among the 
Delawares at Shamokin, Pa., he 
was adopted by the Mu nsey tribe of 
that nation. 
Then he went to New 
York where the Six Nations made 
him a sachem and keeper of their 
records, an u nu su al honor for a 
white man. 
When the French and 
Indian war began he was compelled 
to retu rn to Bethlehem becau se both 
French and English were su spiciou s 
that his charges were partisans. 
After Pontiac’s conspiracy had 
been cru shed in 1763 the Morav ian 
led his flock to Wyalu sing, Pa., and 
established two more missions on the 
Allegheny and the Beav er. Then the 
call for serv ice beyond the Ohio 
came to him and in 1772 he fou nded 
Schoenbru nn (“ Beau tifu l Spring” ), 
the first white settlement in the fu ­ 
tu re Bu ckeye state. Next the town 
of Gnadenhu tten 
was 
established 
and an era of peace began. 
Bu t trou ble was brewing for him. 
Althou gh Zeisberger restrained the 
Delawares from taking part in the 
Rev olu tionary 
conflict, 
he 
soon 
fou nd that he was u nder su spicion 
by both the British and the Ameri­ 
cans. 
The British stirred u p the 
Wyandots to break u p the mission 
at Schoenbru nn and its teachers 
were tried as American spies. Fi­ 
nally in 1782 came the crowning 
blow, when a party of bru tal Amer­ 
icans committed the hideou s m as­ 
sacre of 96 Christian Indians at 
Gnadenhu tten. The broken-hearted 
Zeisberger started with the rem ­ 
nants of his flock on a jou rney 
which took them first to Michigan, 
then back to Ohio and finally to 
Canada where he fou nded Fairfield 
on the Thames riv er. 
In 1798 the Morav ian Indians and 
iheir leader came back to the Tu s­ 
carawas riv er in Ohio where Zeis­ 
berger fou nded his last town—Gosh­ 
en. There his “long life of amazing 
fortitu de, faith and patience’’ came 
to an end in 1808.

Sacred H arp Singers 
S 
OMETIME in the late su mmer go 
down Into the Sou th and attend a 
conv ention of the Sacred narp Singers. 
When you do, close you r eyes as they 
sing and feel you rself transported from 
modern America back to Elizabethan 
England. 
For the Sacred Harp Singers cling 
to the “fa-so-la” singing of that far- 
off period, the “fa-so-la” being the 
names of the notes with which the ma­ 
jor diatonic scale began. Becau se they 
hav e refu sed to take into consideration 
the “do-ra mi” and ‘‘si-do” added later, 
they hav e been called a “lost tonal 
tribe.” They also u se the old “squ are 
notes.” 
The Sacred Harp Singers hav e borne 
that name for almost a centu ry, tak­ 
ing It from a book of hymns called 
“The Sacred Harp,” pu blished in Phil­ 
adelphia in 1844. 
First compiled by 
R. F. White and E. J. King of Georgia,
